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IMPORTANT 


You can arrange your 5247 Disk Unit in different ways, depending on your needs. 






• At least one of the 5322 or 5324 Computers you have connected to the 5247 Disk Unit 
must have a diskette drive or have a 5246 Diskette Unit attached to it. The other computers 
can be models with no diskette drives. 

• One computer with a diskette drive must be within 4 meters (about 12 feet) of the disk 
unit and it must be in the same room. This is the computer that the service representative 
will use if you ever need service on your disk, and he would need to see the display screen 
while he was inspecting the 5247 Disk Unit. Any other computers can be as far away 

as 300 meters (about 1000 feet) from the 5247 Disk Unit. 
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5247 Setup overview 


The 5247 Disk Unit is a device for storing 
computer data. It can be used by one or more 
computers. Each computer communicates with 
the 5247 Disk Unit through a separate signal 
cable that is attached between your disk unit 
and your computer. If you have 4 computers, 
you will have 4 separate signal cables. 

A programmer can design a program which can 
instruct a specific computer (computer 1, 
computer 2, etc.) to communicate in a specific 
way with the 5247 Disk Unit. When installing 
your disk unit, it is important to know if a 
specific computer has been assigned a specific 
number (computer 1, computer 2, etc.) by your 
programmer. 


Once you have unpacked your computer(s) and 
your 5247 Disk Unit, position them at the 
location where they will be used. Locate the 
signal cable(s) you have ordered to connect 
them. Match the proper length cables to the 
location of the machines. You will be given 
instructions to label your cables for convenient 
identification later in this book. 
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The following diagram can be used as a guide 
as you follow the setup procedures starting on 
the next page. 


Connector 1 - 

Signal cable 1 plugs into the 5247 here and 
connects computer 1 to the 5247. 

Note: Computer 1 must have at least one 
diskette drive and must be connected to the 
5247 with a signal cable no longer than 4 
meters (12 feet). 


Connector 2 

Signal cable 2 plugs into the 5247 here and 
connects computer 2 to the 5247. The signal 
cable can be up to 300 meters (1000 feet) long. 


Connector 3- 

Signal cable 3 plugs into the 5247 here and 
connects computer 3 to the 5247. The signal 
cable can be up to 300 meters (1000 feet) long. 


Connector 4- 

Signal cable 4 plugs into the 5247 here and 
connects computer 4 to the 5247. The signal 
cable can be up to 300 meters (1000 feet) long.

You should have received a power 
cable with your disk unit. Check your 
purchase agreement to make sure 
you have received what you ordered.

You will use outlet 1 to connect the 
first computer. The first computer 
must have a diskette drive and be 
within 4 meters (1 2 feet) of your 
5247 Disk Unit.

Identify which cable goes with each 
computer. Make sure that each 
cable can reach from the 5247 Disk 
Unit to each computer location. 


Note: If your programmer has 
indicated that specific computers 
are to be assigned numbers 1, 2, 3, 
or 4, make sure that in the 
following steps you label the cables 
for these computers correctly. 
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Notice that one end of each cable 
has a 5247 label and blank label on 
it. You will attach this end to your 
5247 Disk Unit.

Attach the signal cable to the 
disk unit.

Connect the end of the cable that is labeled 1 to outlet 1, cable 2, to 
outlet 2, etc. Computer 1 must have at least one diskette drive and be 
connected with a cable that is no longer than 4 meters (12 feet).

Locate and open the cable 
retractor clamps on the inside of 
the cable retractor. 



Make the cable(s) secure by 
snapping the clamps shut. 



The back of your disk unit 
should now look like this.
